It’s not one of the itnallen- 
able rights referred to in the 
Declaration of Independence, 
but there is one right which the 
feminine half of this nation 
guards with vigtlance matche 
ing that of the Supreme Court. 

That is the right to save and 
redeem trading stamps. 

Though trading stamps have 
been a famillar part of the 
American scene for more than 
three generations, their great- 
est popularity and growth has 
developed since the end of the 
last World War.

The number of retailers who 
attract and hold customers by 
giving the stamps has rocketed 
into far space. 

SO HEAVY has been the de. 
mand for stamps by beth cus- 
tomers and retailers that num. 
erous hew stamp companies 
have been established in recent 
years to issue and redeem trad- 
ing stamps. 

This rapid growth has not 
been without its serious prob- 
lems, however. Some com. 
panies which rushed into the 
business without thorough un- 
derstanding of its complexities 
quickly found themselves in hot 
water, A few older compantes 
tried to expand too rapidly, and 
also fell into difficulties. 

As a result, many stamp

IT REQUIRES the licensing 
and bonding of all trading stamp 
companies operating in Call- 
fornia, and placed administra. 
tion of the law in the hands 
of the Commissioner of Cor- 
porations, 

The act set up a schedule 
of required surety bonds, the 
amount for each company to 
be based on the volume of its 
business. The law also pro- 
vided that the cash value of 
each stamp must be printed 
On its face, and that stamps 
must be redeemed in cash, if 
requested by the customer. 

The purpose of the bonds is 
to redeem outstanding stamps, 
if the issuing company is unable 
to do so.

Trading stamp companies 
operating in California worked 
on the drafting of this law, and 
Supported its passage.

ACCORDINGLY, the Assem- 
bly Interim Committee on 
Finance and Insurance investi- 
gated the situation, and recently 
held a public hearing to aid it 
in determining whether changes 
are needed in existing law on 
trading stamps. 

A spokesman for the Corpor- 
ation Commissioner’s office 
declared that existing law does 
not afford adequate protection 
for savers of trading stamps. 
“As the statute now stands, it 
does not permit regulation of 
stamp company operations,” he 
said. :

A spokesman for one of the’ 
older and larger trading stamp 
companies pointed out to the 
committee that one of the com- 


panies which failed had gone 


into business before the stamp 
control law was passed, but that 
the second was started only 
recently. 

THIS DIFFERENCE, he said, 
made it difficult to say that 
higher limits on fidelity bonds 
are necessary. 

A number of suggestions for 
changes in the law were re- 
viewed, as well as some for 
increasing the regulatory 
powers of the Corporation Com- 
missioner over the actual oper- 
ations of the trading stamp come 
panies. All of these will be 
further studied” by the com- 
mittee.

Section 3301.00 — Authority of 
Police and Fire Department 
Officials. 


Officers of the Police De- 
partment are hereby author- 
ized to direct all traffic in ac- 
cordance with the provisions 
of this Chapter, and of the 
California Vehicle Act, or in 
emergencies as the public 
safety or convenience may re- 
quire, and no person shall fail 
or refuse to comply with any 
lawful order or signal under 
the direction of a police offi- 
cer who seeks to direct ve- 
hicular traffic upon any of the 
streets within the City where 
the traffic is heavy and con- 
tinuous, or where by reason of

house. A transient is defined 
as one who remains a guest of 
a hotel or rooming house for a 
period not exceeding thirty 
days. The proprietor of all ho- 
tels or rooming houses, or his 
or its agent shall immediately 
upon registration of such tran- 
sient notify the police depart- 
ment of the transient’s name, 
and the make and license 
number of the transient’s mo- 
tor vehicle. 

(c) Any vehicle which is 
parked or left standing upon

(d) Any vehicle which is 
parked or left standing upon a 
street or highway where the 
use of such street or highway 
or a portion thereof is neces 
sary for the cleaning, repair 
or construction of the street or 
highway or for the installation 
of underground utilities or 
where the use of the street or 
highway or any portion thereof 
is authorized for a purpose 
other than the normal flow of 
traffic or where the use of the 
street or highway or any por- 
tion thereof is necessary for 
the movement of equipment,

Section 3301.09 — Owner Re 
sponsible.

engineering Principles and 
traffic investigations and 
in accordance with such stand- 
ards, limitations, and rules as 
may be set forth in this code 
or as may be determined by 
ordinance or resolution of the 
Council. 

(d) All stop signs and other 
signs heretofore set up in 
place, | by authority of the 

cil or by authority of the 
Manager, for the purpose 


“Of regulating vehicular or pe-| 


destrian traffic on the public. 
highways, inclusive of any and 
all parking stalls, buttons or 
markings, inclusive of all 
markings on curbs for the reg- 
ulation of vehicular and pe- 
destrian traffic, together with 
all crosswalk markings are 
hereby approved and confirm- 
ed as lawfully having been au- 
thorized and empowered to 
maintain or replace the same 
as occasion may require 

(e) For the purpose of regu- 
lating vehicular and _ pedes- 
trian traffic on the public high- 
ways of the City and for the 
safety and welfare of the pub- 
lic generally, the City Man- 
ager is hereby expressly au- 
thorized and empowered and 
directed to secure and set out 
or establish in place such other 
or further signs, or to cause 
such further markings on such 
public highways to be made 
as in his judgment appear 
proper or necessary It is 
hereby made the duty of the 
City Manager constantly to 
study and to be familiar with 
both traffic and pedestrian 
conditions within the City, and 
to place such signs or to make 
such markings for the regula 
tion and control of the safety 
of the public. Any and ali signs 
or markings thus established 
by the City Manager shall be 


in compliance with the Ve- 
hicle Code of the State of 
California and with the ordi- 


nances pertaining to the sub- 
ject matter heretofore adopt- 
ed by the Council, and calcu- 
lated and purposed for the 
safety of the general public. 
Any sign or markings for the 
purposes stated thus provided 
or established by the City 
Manager withim the scope of 
these provisions shall be con- 
clusively deemed and taken as 
established and maintained by 
the direct authority of the 
Council and shal! not be ques- 
tioned. The Citv Manager shal! 
pay particular attention to the 
reguiation of both vehicular 
and pedestrian traffic an 
Streets adjacent to or ab 
proaching public schools, thea- 
ters, churches, or other like 
places where traffic reguia- 
tions are necessary or proper 
and within the scope of the 
provisions of the Vehicle Code 
of the State of California and 
the prior ordinances on the 
subject matter of the City, he 
is also expressly authorized to 
make such markings on the 
Streets. or establish or set up 
such sign as to him appear 
preper or necessary. inclusive 
of heavily marked crosswalks 
zigzag lines indicating caution, 
or other appropriate markings 
or signs. The Council hereby 
continues to reserve its ulti- 
mate authority over any and 
all such matters but any and 
all of such signs, markings or 
other observable regulations 
made by the City Manager 
hereunder shall be deemed 
and conclusively taken as by 
express and direct action of 
the Council, through its said 
administrative officer, and are 
hereby approved and confirm- 
ed by the Council as its act 
and having been approved and 
confirmed and adopted by this 
ordinance. The authority of 
the City Manager hereunder 
shall generally be to place and 
maintain stop signs, yield 
signs, semaphores and co-trol 
devices upon streets and high- 
ways as may be proper and

Section 3302.01 — Traffic Can.

No provision of the Vehicle

ing notice of such provisions of 
the traffic laws.

tional use of a street crossing, 
or crossings, is made by pe- 
destrians generally at certain 
hours and times. Ascertain- 
ment of the fact that there is 
such unusual use of any par- 
ticular crossing by school chil- 
dren or other pedestrians at 
certain hours shall be suffi- 
cient to warrant and justify. 
the placing of any such mov. 
able sign, for the purpose of 
guiding traffic and the pro- 
tection of pedestrians general- 
ly. It is hereby made unlaw- 
ful for the driver or operator 
of any such vehicle to fail or 
refuse to obev or to violate 
any such warnings. signals, 
signs or cautionary directions 


Section 3302.02 — Obedience to 
Traffic Control Devices. 

The operator of any vehicle, 
train, or animal shall obey the 
instructions of any official 
traffic control device placed 
in accordance with this code 
unless otherwise directed by a 
police officer or other author- 
ized person subiect to the ex- 
ceptions granted the operator 
of an authorized emergency 
vehicle when responding to 
emergency calls. 


Section 3302.03 — Installation 
of Traffic Signals. 

(a) The City Manager is 
hereby directed to install and 
maintain official traffic sig- 
nals at those intersections and 
other places where traffic con- 
ditions are such as to require 
that the flow of traffic he al- 
ternately interrupted and re- 
leased in order to prevent or 
relieve traffic congestion or to 
protect life or property from 
exceptional hazard 

(b) The City Manager shall 
ascertain and determine the 
locations where such signais 
are required by field investi- 
gation, traffic counts and 
other traffic information as 
may be pertinent and his de- 
terminations therefrom shall 
be made in accordance with 
those traffic engineering and 
safety standards and instruc- 
tions set forth in the Califor- 
nia Maintenance Manua! is- 
sued by the Division of High- 
ways of the State Department 
of Public Works. 

(c) Whenever the City Man- 
ager installs and maintains an 

icial traffic signal at any 


"The City Manager is he 
authorined to mark cae 
lines and lane lines upon the 
surface of the roadway to in- 
dicate the course to be travel- 
ed by vehicles and may place 
signs temporarily designating 
lanes to be used by traffic 
moving in a part r direc- 
tion, regardless of the center 
line of the highway. 


Section 3302.05 — Distinctive 
Roadway Markings. 

The City Manager is author- 
ized to place and maintain dis- 
tinctive roadway markings as 
descrived in the Venucie Code 
on those streets or rts of 
streets where the volume of 
traffic or the vertical or other 
curvature of the roadway ren- 
ders it hazardous to drive on 
the left side of such markings 
or signs and markings Such 
marking or signs and marking 
shall have the same effect as 
similar markings placed by 
the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works pursuant to provi- 
sions of the Vehicle Code. 


Section 3302.06 — Authority te 
Remove, Relocate and Discon- 
tinue Traffic Control Devices. 

The City Manager is hereby 
authorized to remove, relocate 
or discontinue the operation of 
any traffic control device not 
specifically required by the 
Vehicle Code or this ordi- 
nance whenever he shall de- 
termme in any particuiar case 
that the’conditions which war- 
ranted or required the installa- 
tion no longer exist or pertain. 


Section 3302.07 — Traffic Con- 
trol Devices: Hours of Opera- 


tion 

The City Manager shall de- 
termine the hours and days 
during which any traffic con- 
tro! device shall be in opera- 
tion or be in effect, except in 
those cases where such hours 
or days are specified in this 
code 


Section 3302.08 — Unauthorized 
Painting of Curbs. 

No person, unless authorized 
by this city, shall paint any 
street or curb surface, pro 
vided, however, that this sec:

In such case 
the bicycle shall be released 
to the owner or the rightful 
possessor only when the re- 
qu.rements in respect to regis- 
tration and licensing have 
been complied with, and to- 
gether with the payment of 
the sum of $1.00 unto the Chief 
of Police as a penalty 


PART XVI — OBSTRUCTION 
TO VISIBILITY AT INTER- 
SECTIONS 


Section 3315.00 — Shrubbery 
Obstructing Visibility of Inter- 
sections. 

Whenever the City Manager 
finds that any hedge, shrub- 
bery, or tree growimg in a 
parkway obstructs the view of 
any intersection, or any traffic 
upon the streets approaching 
such intersection, he shal! 
cause the hedge, shrubbery or 
tree to be immediately re- 
moved or reduced in height. 


SECTION 2 — Separability. 
If any section, subsection, sen- 
tence, Clause, phrase or por- 
tion of this Code is for any 
reason felt to be invalid or un- 
cunstitutional by the decision 
of any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such decision 
shall not affect the validity of 
the remaining portions of this 
Code. 


SECTION 3 — The Mayor 
shall sign this Ordinance and 
the City Clerk shall attest to 
the same, and the City Clerk 
shall cause the same to be 
published within fifteen (15) 
days after its passage, at 
Jeast once in the Upland News.
